The X-reference Rosenshein (US 5,409,473) does not teach or suggest the valve portion 
comprising a vent tube and a valve overflow. 

The X-reference Lane (US 3,499,327) does not teach or suggest the valve portion 
comprising a vent tube and a valve overflow.
